The
men did what they could for him, stretching
him out upon w table, binding & hand-
kerchief  about  his  neck  and  call-
ing for medieal nssistance, Three
paysiclans came and sewad up the wound,
which extended from a point  directly below
the left enr to the front of the throat, sever-
ing o number of arteries and the wind-pipe.

Eichelbereer is o very large man, weighing
2'5 pounds, and the amount of
blood hee  Jost  would  have  caused
the immediate death of an average sized man,
His condition is a verv dangerous one,

He was full of liguor at the time and it is

sald that liguor has been  the cause
of his desperate decd, He had accu-
mulated 0 number of debts of

late, all of which were paid by a son, ex-
cept a large whisky bill, and this the son re-
fusaed 1o pay,

Just before belng removed to the police
station, Eichelberger called Dr. Ralph to
him, and said:

“Doctor, T have made a mistake again, 1
didn't get deep enough, 1'm too fat. I have
uy own reasons for doing this. You kunow
when o man gets throueh with this world he
wants to leave ity and  that's what 1 propose
to do.”

It scems that Elchelberger. or the “doc-
tor,” a8 he is called, has made one or two
previous sttempts to do nway with himself,
once by the steychning route.

£50, and in wldition thereto, may be hnpris-
oned not to exceed ton days,
